“At various places on the Aisne and 
Champagne fronts the artillery duel 
again increased until it attained a de- 
gree of considerable intensity at times 
about the positions on the high ground 
of the Chemin-des-Dames east of Cor- 
micy and north of Prosnes. The pte. 
Berthe farm east of Fort de Malmaison 
was captured by storm. in a fresh ad- 
vance by several companies and was 
held against enemy attempts to recap- 
ture it. On Sunday Rhenish troops also 
retained against four attacks the new- 
ly captured line on Hill 108 north of 
Sapigneul, which had been won by 
pressing back the French. Near Ailles,

AMSTERDAM, May 15.—The Germans 
have about 325 submarines in operation 
and about 80 to 100 have been lost 


through British nets alone, according to 
the Telegraaf, which prints an inter- 
view with a member of the crew of the 
submarine U-58. This is the submarine 
which sank the Dutch grain ships in 
February. 

The j-o8 is commanded by Capt. 
Count von Flactau. According to the in- 
terview, the submarine discharged three 
or four torpedoes against the Dutch 
ships and then zigzagged between them, 
sinking them with bombs and shel) fire. 

When at sea the submarines assemble 
at a given point every murning and re- 
ceive wireless instructions, presumably 
from Helgoland. There are about 89 U- 
boats of the newest type, each carrying 
a crew of 56 men, and this fleet is sup- 
plemented by a secondary ‘squadron 
marked with a C.

CHANCELLOR 
DECLINES T0 MAKE 
PEAGE STATEMENT 


Von Bethmann Hollweg Says It 
Would Not Be in Interests of 
Country to Speak. 


BERLIN, via London, May 15.—Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann-Hollweg answered 
the peace interpellations in the Reich- 
stag today by saying that it would not 
serve the interest of the country to 
make a declaration, and therefore de- 
clined to do so. 

The Chancellor said that in discussing 
war aims the only guiding line for him 
was an early and satisfactory conclu- 
sion of the war. 


Both the conservatives and Socialists 
presented interpellations in regard to 
Germany’s war aims, and until recent- 
ly the Chancellor was expected to make 
a definite declaration. The Socialists 
have been carrying on a determined 
movement in the hope of bringing peace 
nearer, with declarations against a war 
indemnity and acquisition of territory as 
their principal proposals. 

For a time they appeared to be making 
considerable headway and the conserva- 


| tives called on the Chancellor for a dec- 


laration showing that the Government 
was not in accord with the ideas of the 
Socialists. Several dates were selected 
tentatively for the Chancellor's speech 
and last week it was intimated he had 
decided to postpone it indefinitely, while 
awaiting clarification of the Russian sit- 
uation and the outcome of the subma- 
rine campaign.

LONDON, May 15.—Walter H. Long, 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, in- 
troduced in the House of Commons to- 
day the franchise bill, which émbodies 
the recommendations of the speaker's 
electoral reform conference. 

The bill provides for the enfranchise- 
ment of women, which now depends 
upon the vote of the two Houses of 
Parliament.

Other Absentees Must 

Register for Army Draft 
WASHINGTON, May. 165. 
RAVELING men or others 
: who cannot be at home 
to register for the army 
conscription on the day to be 
set by President Wilson’s pro- 
clamation, must apply to the 
County Clerk or City Clerk in 
municipalities of more than 
30,000 on the sixth day after 
the proclamation is issued, the 
War Department announces 
today. 

The Clerk will supply a reg- 
istration card, which must be 
filled out and sent to the regis- 
trar of the citizen’s home pre- 
cinct by registration day. 

Any man too sick to register 
in person must send a represen- 
tative to-the County or City 
Clerk on the sixth day after 
the proclamation is issued. 

The department emphasizes 
that there will be only one 
registration day. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—Senate 
and House conferees on the army till 
today agreed to report the measure 
with a provision authorizing the 
President to raise the volunteer di- 
vision Col. Roosevelt desires to lead 
to France. No other changes in the 
bill were made by the conferees, 

The conferees accepted without 
change the House provision for the 
Roosevelt volunteers. As the Senate 
by a large vote previously approved the 
volunteer force, its final adoption by 
both Houses of Congress is regaided as 
virtually certain. The full force of the 
administration is against it. 

Whether Col. Roosevelt and a volun- 
teer force go abroad, however, remains 
for the President to decide, as the pro- 
vision agreed to by the conferees makes 
it optional and not mandatory upon the 
President. 

Draft Ages 21 to 30. 

Conferees decided not to reopen other 
questions. 

The conscription age remains from %1 
to 30 years inclusive. Before the week 
ends the conferees hope to have the bill 
finally adopted by botl Houses and sent 
to the President. 

Many Senators are dissatisfied with the 
proposed increase of the maximum con- 
scription age to 30 years, and an effort 
to reduce it to the original Senate fig- 
ures of 27 is anticipated. 

Now that the army bill has been 
agreed to, some announcement is ex- 
pected soon from the War Depart- 
ment regarding the mobilization of 
teh national guard. The department 
has delayed action on this feature 
because any alteration of the army 
bill would affect materially the de- 
partment’s plan for building up a 
fighting force. 

Organization of 44 new regiments of 
the regular army began today, following 
the President’s order yesterday, author- 
izing the increase of the regular estab- 
lishment to the full war strength of 293,- 
000 men. 

To fill up the ranks, 116,455°-men are 
needed. Up to Monday 67,443 men were 
accepted since April 1 and officials are 
confident that the full number will have 
been enrolled as war time volunteers 
before June 1b. 

Expansion of the army will be accom- 
plished by converting each existing bat- 
tation into a full regiment

Organization Eventually Will 
Have 60 Men and 25 Motor 
Vehicles—Under U. S. Flag. 


Twenty-seven of the 3t men so far 
recruited for the St. Louis unit of 
the American Ambulance Field Ser- 
vice will leave at 9 a. m. tomorrow in 


@ special car over the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad, and will sail May 19 
for Service in France. 

Of the 31 recruits 17 are students 
at Washington University. The 
Others include St. Louis representa- 
tives of Harvard, Princeton, Cornell 
and St. Louls Universities, the Uni- 
versity of California, the New York 
Electrical School and a few high 
schools. 

The 6t, Louis Unit will eventually 
consist of two sections of 30 men and 
25 ambulances each, to be equipped 
at.a cost of $80,000. Thus far 3% 
ambulances have been subscribed for 
in this city, in the sum of $52,800. 
The cost of a single ambulance is 
$1000, for the purchase of a Ford 
chassis and the addition of an am- 
bulance body in France; to this is 
added in each case $600 for its main- 
tenance for a year. The remainder 
of the St. Louis party will leave here 
June 2. 


Certificate of Qualification. 
Each man departing tomorrow will 


be provided with a certificate vali- 
dated by the Automobile Club of 8t. 
Louis, sworn before a notary and 
sealed with the jurat of the Circuit 
Court, stating that the bearer has 
completed a course of a month's 
training in the Ford assembling plant 
here in caring for and assembling 
automobiles; that he is a competent 
driver of motor vehicles and that he 
is recommended for the most exact- 
ing service. 

Their service in France will be 
under the Ameriean flag, the Govern- 
ment having a few days ago recog- 
nized the American Field Ambulance 
Service in France as a part of the 
United States army. 

Last night’s gathering at the Odeon 
to view the official British war films, 
under the auspices of the St. Lou 
Ambulance Committee, was turned into 
a rousing public farewell to the men 
leaving tomorrow. Prof. John Living- 
stone Lowes of Washington University, 
who is taking an active part in enlist- 
ing the personnel of the unit, from the 
stage requested the prospective ambu- 
lance drivers to rise. rf 

A group of Washington University stu- 
dents rose in a body in the center of 
the hall, and others were scattered 
about the audience. The applause which 
broke forth was what one would have 
thought beyond the capacity of even 
that closely packed throng, and it con- 
tinued until the students, blushing fear- 
fully, dropped into their seats. 

Every cent earned by admissions at 
the two entertainments, yesterday aft- 
ernoon and last night, will go to the 
American Ambulance Field Service, and 
part of it has already been assigned to 
paying the traveling expenses of the 
St. Louisans. 

The receipts from admissions were 
estimated this morning by Marshall 
Hodgman, who was in charge of the 
arrangements, at between $3100 and 
$3200. In addition, persons in the audi- 
ence subscribed between $4000 and $5000 
to the funds of the St. Louis unit, for 
the purchase, equipment and mainte- 
nance of ambulances. Two new gifts 
of cars were received during the eve- 
ning, one from Benjamin F. Bush, re-

Orders 
were issued as to luggage, permit- 
ting officers to take a bedding roll 
and suitcase, nurses to take a locker 
trunk and handbag, and enlisted men 
to take only the clothing roll pro- 
vided by the Quartermaster.

Representatives of the leading grain 
exChanges of the country at a meeting 
here today also recommended to their 
respective exchanges that they continue 
until further notice the restrictive regu- 
lations which were put in effect yester- 
day. 

These regulations varied little in the 
various exchanges—eliminating May op- 
tions and curtafling operations in July 
and September wheat by fixing a maxi- 
mum price; permitting selling, but no 
buying except to liquidate existing con- 
tracts. 

The exchanges represented at the 
meeting were: St. Louis Merchants’ Ex- 
change, Minneapolis Chamber of Com- 
merce, Kansas City Board of Trade, 
Omaha Grain Exchange, New York 
Produce Exchange, Duluth Board of 


nipeg Grain Exchange and the Chicago 
Board of Trade. A committee appointed 
by the delegates made the following an- 
nouncement: 

The delegates assembled in Chicago, 
May 16, comprising representative mil- 
lers from the Southwest, the Northwest 
and the Middle West, as well as promi- 
nent grain merchants from other sec- 
tions of the country, have approved of 
what was done by the different ex- 
changes in fixing maximum prices and 
have decided to recommend to the vari- 
ous exchanges which they represert 
that such prices he continued and the 
buying restricted to the closing of ex- 
isting contracts, until further notice. 

“The action which has been taken, 
we believe, nas been very beneficial to 
the public in stabilizing prices and 
counteracting the hysteria that has pre- 
vailed in this country for some time 
past.’”’

CHICAGO RESTRICTS [WORKMEN'S AND 


SOLDIERS DEPUTIES 
RULE IN RUSSIA 


Writer Says Council Is National 
Revolutionary Parliament of 
Country. 


NOT DUAL GOVERNMENT 


Body Without Claiming Execu- 
tive Powers, “Stands Guard 
in Interests of People.’’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, May 15.—In a special cable 
to the Chicago Daily News on April 30 
from Petrograd, Michael Farbman, who 
is regarded as an able student of Rus- 
sian affairs and whose dispatches have 
been especially illuminating, gave some 
idea of the Council of Workmen’s and 
Soldiers’ Delegates. He declared that 
the revolution was effected first by the 
workmen, aided by the men in the army, 
and then supported by the Duma. Farb- 
man said: 

“The creative revolution is manifest 
in the vast organizations being built by 
soldiers, workmen, peasants, various 
professions and _ intellectual forces. 
Every regiment is represented by council 
deputies. Every town is represented by 
deputies. In Petrograd the Council of 
Workmen and Soldies’ Deputies, owing 


to the leading part it took in the revolu- 
tion, and its revolutionaary spirit and in- 
stinct, has become the embodiment of 
the whole revolutionary power of Rus- 
sia. This council is in fact the national 
revolutionary parliament of — 


Revolution Made by Wor 
“The first. news conveyed sw impres- 


sion that the revolution was made by the 
Duma and opposition liberals. The 
Council of Deputies appeared therefore 
to be a small self-appointed body usurp- 
ing power. In reality the revolution was 
made by the workers, who were joined 
by the army and subsequently supported 
by the Duma.”’ 

Farbman also cabled. “The relation 
between the provisional Government and 
the Council of Deputies is like that be- 
tween the British Cabinet and Parlia- 
ment and the control exercised by the 
British Parliament over the Cabinet. In 
some instances the pressure brought by 
the Council on the Provisional Govern- 
ment may lack discretion and provoke 
resentment among the liberals. Un- 
doubtedly it is sometimes irksome to 
the Government, but no tendency exist« 
in the Council to usurp executive power. 

Guards People’s Interests. 

“All complaints about a dual govern- 
ment are nothing more than a pretext 
on the part of the moderate liberals to 
claim full and uncontrolled power for 
the State. The Council without claim- 
nig executive power for itself stands on 
Suard in the interest of the working peo- 
ple and the revolutionary democracy. 

“It strongly Opposes the usurpation 
of power by the provisional Govern- 
ment for the benefit of the middle 
Class liberals. There is no duality 
in the Government.” 

“Peace without anrexations and in- 
demnities is the clear and unshakable 
resolution of thé nation,” Farbman 
said in another dispatch.

CHEF COMMANDER 
OF FRENCH ARMIES 


Hero of Verdun Succeeds Gen. 
Nivelle Who Is Put in Charge 
of “Group of Armies.” 


PARIS, May 15.—Gen. Charles Petain, 
the hero of Verdun, was appointed Com- 
mander in Chief of the French Armies 
operating on the French front, at a4 


Cabinet meeting today. 

Gen. Nivelle, who has been Command- 
er in Chief, was placed in command of 
a group of armies. Gen. Foch, who 
played an important role in the battles 
of the Marne and the Yser, succeeds 
Gen. Petain as Chief of Staff of the 
Ministry of War. 

Gen. Petain, who was a retired Colonel 
at the outbreak of the war, is the man 
to whom many Frenchmen have been 
looking for the intitiative which would 
win a decisive success on the French 
front. To him more than to any other 
commander now in active service with 
the French, the legend of success at- 
taches. He became a popular hero and 
the idol of the soldiers for his defense 
of Verdun, and probably would have 
been in supreme command of the French 
front some time ago had he obtained the 
degree of power he wished. 

After his great success at Verdun, 
Gen. Petain was placed in command of 
a group of armies and late last month 
he was named to be Chief of Staff. It is 
generally understood that when the re- 
tirement of Marshal Joffre was decided 
upon the Marshel selected Gen. Petain 
to be his successor, but that the General 
was unwilling to accept the post with- 
out extraordinary powers. According to 
some reports he desired to have com- 
mand over the British forces in France 
as well as the French. 

Gen, Nivelle was subordinate to Gen. 
Petain until at the latter’s suggestion 
he was made Commander in Chief at the 
time of Marshal Joffre’s retirement. 
Gen. Foch, who made a brilliant record 
early in the war, was detached from 
active service last month. 


Gen. Petain was taken from the re- 
serve army and made Commander in 
Chief at Verdun shortly after the Ger- 
mans began their great offensive there 
in February, 1916, and when Gen. Joffre 
had reached the conclusion that the of- 
fensive was not being met as it should 
be. Under Petain’s leadership the French 
stiffened their defense and finally not 
alone was Verdun saved, but later the 
French were able to drive back the Ger- 
mans from various points along both 
sides of the Meuse where the invaders 
had penetrated deeply into their posi- 
tions. At Verdun his first act was to 
throw 30 bridges across the Meuse, en- 
abling supplies to reach his troops. 

Unassuming and disliking publicity, 
Petain is known as a man of uncom- 
promising opinions, an expert tactician 
and strategist, and, above all, a fighter. 
Gen. Petain is 61 years ola, but is said 
to bear his age like a man of BO. 

Petain’s appointment as Chief of Staff 
of the Ministry of War in April fol- 
lowed the French offensive along the 
Aisne in which, according to Paris news- 
papers, certain errors were committed. 


WAR ON FLIES AS PRECAUTION 
AGAINST INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


Health Department Advises Screen- 
ing of Doors and Windows and 
Care of Children’s Food. 

As a precaution against a possible 
recurrence of last year’s visitation of 
infantile paralysis, the St. Louls Health 
Department again is issuing advice to 
householders to screen their doors and 
windows and begin an early campaign 
against the fly, which is generally 
reconfgnized as the medium through 

which the disease is conveyed. 

Mothers are warned against permit- 
ting their children to eat out doors in 
flytime or to partake of any food to 
which flies may have access. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff today 
said there was no means of predicting 
whether there would be a return of in- 
fantile paralysis this summer but that 
precautions against flies would lessen 
the danger.

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HANGING OF FOOD 
SPECULATORS AN OLD 
ENGLISH PRACTICE 


HE suggestion made on the 
floor of the United States Sen- 
ate yesterday that the time 

might come when food speculators 
would be “hanged to lamp posts,” 
recalls the fact that there was a 
time when the gallows and not the 
lamp post was the place where 
such offenders against the public 
welfare were “festooned,” 

Under thé English common law, 

on which all modern statute law in 
English-speaking countries is based, 
the cornering of any food go0m- 
modity was classed as treason to 
the State and was punishable by 
death. 
An instance often cited by legal 
authorities shows that this law was 
enforced as late as the middle of 
the Eighteenth Century. 

A dealer whose trade correspond- 
e_ to that of the modern Ccommis- 
gion merchant, was arrested at the 
Covent Garden Market in London, 
on a charge of “cornering” all the 
potatoes offered there and holding 
them for a higher price. 

The records show no time was 
lost In trying and convicting him 
and he was legally hanged one 
week after his arrest.

JOSEPH H CHOATE 
DPLOMATIST AND 
ORATOR, DIES AT 85 


Son Says.End Was Due to Over- 
exertion in Reception to 
Allied Commission.

FOUGHT TWEED~ RING 


|Was Delegate to Hague Peace 
Conference and Once Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain.

NEW YORK, May 15.—Joseph H. Cho- 
ate, diplomatist, lawyer and author, died 
of heart disease at 11:30 last night, after 
less than an hour of iliness, at his homs, 
§ East ‘Sixty-third street. 

Last Friday night he entertained Ar- 
thur James Balfour, head of the British 
mission to the United States, at dinner, 


and appeared at Carnegie Hall later in 
the evening, apparently in the best of 
health. 

Shortly before 11 last night Mr. Cho- 
late complained of illness, and was put 
to bed. The family physician, Dr. Wil- 
liam Draper, was summoned, as were 
Mr. Choate’s three children. His wife 
and their daughter, Mabel, were at the 
bedside when he died. 

Preparations were begun by the mu- 
nicipal authorities and representatives of 
leading civic organizations today to pay 
appropriate tribute to the memory of 
Mr. Choate, characterized by Mayor 
Mitchel in his address of welcome to 
Arthur J. Balfour at the city hall, as 
New York’s foremost citizen. 

The Mayor ordered the flags at the 
city hall placed at half mast and on 
numerous buildings the example was 
followed. At the opening of the courts 
the dead lawyer and statesman was eu- 
logized. 

Became Ill on Sunday. 

It became Known today that Mr. 
Choate’s first complaint of illness was 
on his return to his home at 1 o’clock 
Sunday morning from the British Red 
Cross benefit at Carnegie Hall. Before 
going to the benefit he had given a pri- 
vate dinner in his home on Saturday 
night in honor of Mr. Balfour. Thenext 
day he complained of fatigue and pains 
in his heart and abdomen. ‘Dr. Draper, 
the family physician, discovered that 
Mr. Choate had added a fresh cold to 
an attack of grip from which he was 
recovering. 

Against the advice of his family that 
the exertion of taking so prominent a 
part in greeting the visiting war mis- 
sions would tax his strength, Mr. Choate 
laughed away their fears and insistea 
he would carry through the program 
‘just like a boy.’’ 

Joseph H. Choate gr. told a reporter 
ror the Post-Dispatch this morning that 
his fathe-’s death was due to over- 
exertion in connection with his active 
participation in the reception to the 
French ana British commissions last 
week. 

Mr. Choute during the past week had 
undergone cxertions sich as few men of 
his $% vears have often undergone, as a 
result of the successive visits to New 
York of the British and French war 
missions. . 
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Welcomed Nation’s Guests. 

As one of New York's leading citizens, 
he had been requested by the Mayor 
lo head the committee which succegsive- 
:y welcomed the distinguished guests, 
and, despite his age, so great was his 
enthusiasm tha: few men played a mots 
active part in the week’s ceremonies 
than -he. 

On Wednesday afternoon Mr. Choate 
met Marshal Joffre and M. Viviani at 
the battery and escorted them up Broad- 
way to the city hall, Where he presented 
them tc the Mayor. 

On Thursday he attended the luncheon. 
of the Merchants’ Association, escort- 
ing M. Viviani to his seat as guest of 
honor, and made a brief address, eulo- 
gizing the spirit of France and express- 
ing his own pride that the United States 
was her ally. 

Although this was far more than Mr. 
Choate had attempted to do in several 
years, and for him to appear in public 
twice in the same week was almost un- 
precedented, the next day he again went 
with the Committee of Welcome to greet 
Mr. Balfour in Jersey City and to escort 
him also to the city hall. Finally, on 
Friday evening, Mr. Choate was one of 
the principal speakers at the banquet to 
the allied commissioners, speaking on 
behalf of the citizens of New York.’ 


Mr. Choate spoke in his customary 
happy vein, opening in gentle, semi- 
humorous style with an allusion to the 
quickening of the spirit of the youth of 
America which had followed the visit of 
the allied statesmen and soldiers 

“I feel it myself,’’ he said. He then 
went on with a burst of eloquence as 
fine as anything of his younger days to 
comment upon the unfaltering courage 
of France and Britain in the war and tu 
express the hope that America might 
also face her days of trial with equal 
calmness and equal strength. 

“For the first time in two years and a 
half,’ he said, alluding to the day when 
the President asked for a declaration of 
a state of war with Germany, “I was 
again able to hold up my head as high 
as the weight of & years would allow.” 

Distinguished Career. 

Mr. Choate was born in Salem, Mass., 
Jan. 4, 1832. He was the youngest of 
four sons of Dr. George and Margaret 
Manning (Hodges) Choate. He was 
graduated from Harvard in 1852 and 
two years later from the law school of 
that institution. In his long and distin- 
guished career he received honorary de- 
grees in law and letters from. many 
seats of learning, notably his alma 
mater, Amberst, Oxford, Cambridge and 
Edinburgh, Yale and Amherst, 8t. An- 
dréw's and McGill universities. 

He came into great public prominence 
in New York as one of the leading mem- 
bers of the committee of citizens which 
broke up the Tweed ring. He was prom- 
inent in scores of celebrated legal triai 
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and was known as one of the wittiest, | 
most polished and successful members 
of the New York bar before he had at- 
tained middle age. He was a kinsman 
of the famous Rufus Choate, a jurist of 
an earliér generation. He served in the 
New York constitutional convention of 
1894, was a candidate for United. States 
Senator in 1997, and was Ambassador to 
Great Britain from 1899 to 1905. 

In 1907 he was Ambassador and First 
Delegate to the International Peace Con- 
ference at The Hague. He was a mem- 
her of many prominent clubs and histor- 


ical socities. 


Mr. Choate married on Oct. 16, 


1861, 


the daughter of Frederick Sterling of 
Columbus, O. There are three sons and 
two daughters. The sons are R. Sterling, 
George and Joseph H. Jr. 

Mr. Choate’s professional income dur- 
ing the height of his career was believed 
to be the largest of any practitioner in 
the American courts, though it may oc- 
casionally have been surpassed by some 
of the huge fees paid for special serv- 
ices by some of the great corporations. 
He won his way through a combination 
of good humor, which gave him the 
power to hold the attention of the juries 


in the dullest cases, and legal skill. 
It is on record that, during his young- 


er days he had the daring to rebuke a 
Judge, who had turned to converse with 
someone behind him while Choate was 
addressing the Court. Choate stopped 
short in his address. The Judge fre- 
marked the silence, and as his honor 
turned to face the room the lawyer be- 
gan anew:

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, May 15.—Joseph H. Cho- 
ate, diplomatist, lawyer and author, died 


of heart disease at 11:30 last night, after | 


less than an hour of illness, at his homes, 
& East ‘Sixty-third street. 

Last Friday night he entertained Ar- 
thur James Balfour, head of the British 
mission to the United States, at dinner, 


and appeared at Carnegie Hall later in 
the evening, apparently in the best of 
health. 

Shortly before 11 last night Mr. Cho- 
late complained of illness, and was put 
to bed. The family physician, Dr. Wil- 
liam Draper, was summoned, as were 
Mr. Choate’s three children. His wife 
and their daughter, Mabel, were at the 
bedside when he died. 

Preparations were begun by the mu- 
nicipal authorities and representatives of 
leading civic organizations today to pay 
appropriate tribute to the memory of 
Mr. Choate, characterized by Mayor 
Mitchel in his address of welcome to 
Arthur J. Balfour at the city hall, as 
New York’s foremost citizen. 

The Mayor ordered the flags at the 
city hall placed at half mast and on 
numerous buildings the example was 
followed. At the opening of the courts 
the dead lawyer and statesman was eu- 
logized. 

Became Ill on Sunday. 

It became known today that Mr. 
Choate’s first complaint of illness was 
on his return to his home at 1 o’clock 
Sunday morning from the British Red 
Cross benefit at Carnegie Hall. Before 
going to the benefit he had given a pri- 
vate dinner in his home on Saturday 
night in honor of Mr. Balfour. The-next 
day he complained of fatigue and pains 
in his heart and abdomen. ‘Dr. Draper, 
the family physician, discovered that 
Mr. Choate had added a fresh cold to 
an attack of grip from which he was 
recovering. 

Against the advice of his family that 
the exertion of taking so prominent a 
part in greeting the visiting war mis- 
sions would tax his strength, Mr. Choate 
laughed away their fears and insistea 
he would carry through the program 
“just like a boy.”’ 

Joseph H. Choate gr. told a reporter 
ror the Post-Dispatch this morning that 
his fathe-’s death was due to over- 
exertion in connection with his active 
participation in the reception to the 
French ana British commissions last 
week. 

Mr. Choute during the past week had 
undergone cxertions sich as few men of 
his 8 vears have often undergone, as a 
result of the successive visits to New 
York of the British and French war 
missions.

Choate had attempted to do in several 
years, and for him to appear in public 
twice in the same week was almost un- 
precedented, the next day he again went 
with the Committee of Welcome to greet 
Mr. Balfour in Jersey City and to escort 
him also to the city hall. Finally, on 
Friday evening, Mr. Choate was one of 
the principal speakers at the banquet to 
the allied commissioners, speaking on 
behalf of the citizens of New York.’ 


Mr. Choate spoke in his customary 
happy vein, opening in gentle, semi- 
humorous style with an allusion to the 
quickening of the spirit of the youth of 
America which had followed the visit of 
the allied statesmen and soldiers 

“I feel it myself,’’ he said. He then 
went on with a burst of eloquence as 
fine as anything of his younger days to 
comment upon the unfaltering courage 
of France and Britain in the war and tu 
express the hope that America might 
also face her days of trial with equal 
calmness and equal strength. 

“For the first time in two years and a 
half,’’ he said, alluding to the day when 
the President asked for a declaration of 
a state of war with Germany, “I was 
again able to hold up my head as high 
as the weight of 8 years would allow.” 

Distinguished Career. 

Mr. Choate was born in Salem, Mass., 
Jan. 3%, 1832. He was the youngest of 
four sons of Dr. George and Margaret 
Manning (Hodges) Choate. He was 
graduated from Harvard in 1852 and 
two years later from the law school of 
that inatitution. In his long and distin- 
guished career he received honorary de- 
grees in law and letters from many 
seats of learning, notably his alma 
mater, Amherst, Oxford, Cambridge and 
Edinburgh, Yale and Amherst, St. An- 
dréw's and McGill universities. 

He came into great public prominence 
in New York as one of the leading mem- 
bers of the committee of citizens which 
broke up the Tweed ring. He was prom- 
inent in scores of celebrated legal tri

) POTATOSHORTAGE 


UPSETS GERMAN 
FOOD SOHEDULE 


Authorities Unable to Furnish 
Supply Promised When Bread 
Ration Was Reduced. 


HARVEST WILL BE LATE 


Another Flour Reduction Ap- 
pears Necessary to Prevent 
Exhaustion of Grain Stock. 


COPENHAGEN, May 15.—The po- 
tato shortage in Germany is making 
itself felt in spite of assurances at 
the time the bread ration was reduced 
last month that enough potatoes 
were on hand to permit a weekly 
per capita issue of five pounds until 
the next harvest. 

The Bureau of Food Control by 
strenuous efforts has been able to 
supply a five-pound ration in the 
Berlin and Westphalia industrial dis- 
tricts where the labor crisis at the 
time of the reduction of the bread 
ration was particularly acute. Bit- 
ter complaints, however, are coming 
from other sections of the empire 
which feel they are being slighted in 
favor of the capital and the Essen 
district. . 

Grain Stock Near Exhaaastion. 

In many sections of Bavaria, ac- 
cording to reports to the Reichstag, 
the potato ration is only 24 ounces 
weekly. The Hamburg ration is now, 
and has been for weeks, three pounds 
and the sister city of Altona has 
been placed for the next week on a 
pound and a half a. weck basis. 

Tt is true that in accordance with 
the Government's promise the bread 
ration is not reduced where the five- 
pound allowance of potatoes is not 
furnished. Every pound extra of 
flour applied for this purpose, how-

The Dutch-Scandinavian Socialist 
Committee at Stockholm has received 
Emile Vandervelde, Hjalmar Branting, 
the Swedish leader, and M. Rubanovich, 
a Russian Socialist delegate, who § ex- 
pressed their views on the international 
situation. Later dep Borgbjerg, the 
Panish Socialist editor, appeared before 
the committee and related his experi- 
ences on his visit to Russia. 

H. Borgbjerg, in reply to a question, 
said that he had acted in Russia en- 
tirely on his own initiative.

Lynn George J. Kelley, arrested yester- 
day in connection with the ax murders 
at Villisea, in 1912, pleaded not guilty in 
the District Court here today. Kelley 
waived reading of the indictment. He 
was accompanied by his wife. 

‘“T am a law-abiding citizen,’’ Kelley 
said in a statement to newspaper men. 
‘“‘T’'ll let the law take its course. I am 
not guilty. I couldn’t be guilty of such 
a terrible crime as that. I couldn't be 
guilty of killing people I never saw and 
didn't know.’’

BRITISH CABLE CENSOR GIVEN 
THREE YEAR PRISON SENTENCE 


to 


“Tidbits of Information” 
Friend With no Intention 
of Aiding Enemy. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, May 5.—a sentence of three 
years’ penal servitude was imposed on 
an -assistant censor of cables at the 
Press Bureau here the other day for 
“collecting without authority and com- 
municating information calculated to be 
useful to the enemy, contrary to the de- 
fense of the realm regulations.’’ The 
censor was Anthony Thomas Spalding, 
48 years of age. The case was the first 

of its kind in the war. 

The trial was held in camera. The 
prisoner was found guilty of sending to 
a friend in the North of England what 
he called “titbits of information.” The 
friend communicated the information t») 
others, one of whom actually made writ- 
ten copies of the letters. A special Con- 
stable at Manchester informed the au- 
thorities. 

In sentencing the prisoner, the Court 
said: 

“The prisoner did not do these things 
to assist the enemy, or his life would 
have been forfeited. A censorship is 
highly repugnant to the feelings of the 
English people and can only stand on 
the understanding that the persons en- 
trusted with the duties act in the high- 
est good faith.” 


FRENCH SOLDIER BACK FROM 
TRENCHES LOSES POCKETBOOK 


Money Replaced From Mullanphy 
Fund; Is on Way to San Francisco 
on Month’s Furlough. 

When Armand Anrac, soldier of 
France, arrived in St. Louis this morn- 
ing on his way from the trenches to his 
home in San Francisco he discovered he 
had lost his pocketbook, containing $5.50. 
Arrangements for his needs while here 
were made by Miss Natalie Norton, in- 
spector for the Mullanphy Relief Fund, 
and his loss was replaced out of that

Anrac had been in the United States 
14 years when the war began. He was 
a reservist and left San Francisco at 
once for France.

Tells Policé He Received $3000 
for Murder of Divorced Wife 
of St. Paul Contratctor.

Was Offered $2000. 

Redenbaugh told the police the mur- 
der of Mrs. Dunn was first considered 
last gta, negate that a bar- 
tender in St.“Paul had planned the de- 
tails. He told the officers that when he 
was first approached about the killing 
of Mrs, Dunn he was told that he could 
wet $2000 for. ‘‘the job,’ but that he did 
not feel like it at the time, and went to 
University Place, where he robbed the 
bank. ; 

He said after the death of Connery he 
went again to the man who had ap- 
proached him about killing Mrs. Dunn 
and told him he was ready. He said 
Frank McCool, who arccompanied him 
when Connery was killed, was with him, 
and was to share in the pay for killing 
Mrs. Dunn and that they demanded $3000, 

Went West After Murder. 

He then detailed, according to the po- 
lice, the manner in which he entered the 
home of Mrs. Dunn and how he killed 
the woman. and told of receiving his 
pay. He said Fe came West immediatce- 


[him he had brought from Salt Lake, 
but that they had nothing to do with 
the two murders. St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis officers will arrive today, accord- 
ing to the police, and will ask the ex- 
tradition of Redenbaugh. — 

Redenbaugh told the police that he 
was first taken into custody for robbery 
when he was 9 jears old and was giver 
a year anda half in a detention home. 
He said that he was then sent to a re- 
form school but escaped several times 
and finally went to Denver, thence to 
Wyoming. He said that in 1911 he went 
to Salem, Ore., where he was arrested 
and sentenced to the Oregon Reform 
School for a ‘‘job,"’ but that he escaped 
from that institution.

He 

has so long been as quiet at a mill pond that the 

threat has probably not entered his heart seri- 

ously, for well he knows where such propositions 
usually end. 

The problems of river transportation are not 
alone those of collecting the freight tolls, or get- 
ting the freight to carry; they are, in operation, 
those of actually carrying the freight; and for 
‘commercial success, the handling of freight at the 
lowest possible cost. These are distinctly en- 
gineering problems and are in no way to be 
worked out by bankers or ty old river men, or 
even railroad men. 

To make the proposition one of emergency, to 
be dropped or killed as opposition may desire, 
foredooms it to failure and financial loss. But if 
it be put forward as a permanent proposition, giv- 
en financial independence, control of its own 
freight rates, contro] of its own credit and freight 
soliciting efficiency and be given wise engineer- 
ing control in its operation, together with strong 
and honest maagement, it can be actually the 
great blessing that it is given credit with being 
potentially. 

Its success depends on ample financial backing 
and banking facilities, good and wise engineering 
direction and hard work in getting freight. It 
must not be hampered, as all other boat lines 

have been, by railroad division of rates, discrim- 
. inatory competition and freight boycott. The 
- prime factor in its successful promotion and ini- 
- tiation is the proper solution of ngineering

Probably the best substitute for all special taxes 
which injure business is the suggested tax on 
all products, except farm products. According to 
the World Almanac, the total value of all Amer- 
ican products except those of mines and farms, 
in 1914, was $24,000,000,000. We may assume the 
value for the year to be $25,000,000,000. A tax of 
1 per cent on this total (mines should be includ- 
ed) would raise between $250, 000,000 and $300,- 
000,000, more than enough to cover the receipts 
from all the war taxes which are opposed as un- 
just, discriminatory and injurious to business. 

i, WR on the value of all products, except farm 
products, would be equitable because it would fall 
upon all proportionately and would be easily col- 
lectible on the books of firms and corporations. 
A tax of 1 per cent would be negligible in its 
effect on prices. It would enter into the cost of 
all articles and would probably be absorbed in 
production cost. A tax of this kind, like the in- 
come tax, the corporation tax and the excess 
profits tax, would distribute the burden of war 
according to means, and unless it is so heavy 
as to make sales prohibitive, would not injure 
business. It would be counted as a part of the 
cost of production. 

There are certain well defined principles of tax- 
ation which cannot be violated with impunity. 
Taxes which are prohibitory and thus cut revenue 
or that dry up the sources of revenue and check 
industrial productivity violate these principles and 
are merely destructive. 

The proposed rates on second-class postage do 
more than this. They would make the cost ofa 
public service vital to business and to the distM- 
bution of newspapers and periodicals prohibitory. 
Thus they cut off revenue, destroy business and, 
in effect, suppress publication. 

Congress seems to need, as much as State Legis- 
latures, expert tax advisers to point out scientific 
methods of taxation. A national tax commission 
would avoid blunders such as clutter up the war 
tax bill. 
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ERRONEOUS COUNT OF ENEMIES. 

Editor Maximilian Harden of Die Zukunft prints 
a long discussion on China’s probable entrance 
into the war as Germany’s “twelfth enemy.” In 
the gentle art of making enemies Germany has 
had a success that even a Whistler would not 
dream of. So rapidly has she been accumulating 
them that it is not strange the brilliant and well- 
informed Editor Harden failed to keep an accu- 
rate count. China would be Germany’s thirteenth, 
not her twelfth enemy. 

He could hardly have failed to include Monte- 
negro, which declared hostilities against Austro- 
Hungary on Aug. 8 and against Germany Aug. 12, 
1914. Probably the nation he omitted was Cuba, 
the last ~ all to get in. 
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THE KAISER’S TEETH. 

Perhaps it is never proper to find even the 
slightest cause for rejoicing in the unhappy lot of 
one who is suffering from a toothache. One could 
almost wish that his worst enemy should. be 
spared that. At the same time, it is hard not to 
feel pleased that, if the Kaiser must be tormented 
in this way, he has felt it necessary to summon an 
American dentist to attend him. 

No doubt the American dentist is about the best 
there is, but even he has his limitations. The little 
drill in his hand will bore just as keenly into an 
ailing molar; the cocanized cotton he packs 
against an inflamed gum will do no more nor less 
to alleviate suffering for his patients than for 
anybody else’s patients. — 

One can be sportsman enough to hope that the 
Kaiser’s American doctor will do the best in his 
power to make the Imperial nerves behave. Just 
the same, when one reflects that somebody has 
to contribute his mite to give the Kaiser some-

CONGRESSIONAL SLACKERS. 

Congress is the one branch of fhe Government 
that has broken down in the war and failed of its 
duty. It lacks intelligent and efficient leadership. 

Take the army bill as an illustration. Although 
the declaration of a state of war was adopted 
April 6, the United States is still without a mili- 
tary establishment, thanks to the folly of Con- 
gress. Ever since the principle of a selective draft 
was agreed upon, more than two weeks has been 
wasted in controversy over the scheme to give 
Theodore Roosevelt a private army. 

The reford of Congress iu respect to the espio- 
nage bill is hardly less deplorable. The original 
measure as it came from the Department of Justice 
Was so arbitrary and despotic that even its spon- 
sors could not defend it. But what happened? 
Instead of drafting a substitute bill, Congress has 
spent weeks in eloquence and oratory. There must 
be a hundred men in Congress who are competent 
to draw an espionage bill that will give the Gov- 
ernment the powers that it needs and at the same 
time will protect liberty of speech and of the 
press; yet Congress has preferred to talk rather 
than act. 

Although the fiscal year wjll end in six weeks, 
discussion of the revenue bill has only begun, and 
it is one of the most important measures of the 
war. The whole problem of food control is yet 
to be solved, and it is vital. The Navy Depart- 
ment is still waiting for authority to increase 
the navy personnel to 150,000 men and the marine 
corps to 30,000. Nothing whatever has been done 
about the $1,000,000,000 shipping bill, and yet the 
war is lost unless we can build ships faster than 
the German submarines can destroy them. 

Six weeks ago Senators and Representatives 
were solemnly proclaiming the need of a commit- 
tee on the conduct of the war to supervise the ex- 
ecutive. It would be more to the point if Con- 
gress were to appoint a committee on the conduct 
of the war to supervise its own affairs. That is 
were supervision is needed most. 

Congress is dawdling along as if the country 
were at peace, playing small politics with this 
issue, and it is trying to guess what the folks at 
home are thinking about questions that must be 
decided by expert advice if they are to be decided 
intelligently. 

If there is any. leadership left in Congress it 
cannot assert itself too soon. Otherwise the Amer- 
ican people will find themselves with a broken- 
down Government in the midst of the most ca- 
lamitous war known to history. 
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The fact that the Zeppelin has ®een rendered 
almost uSdeless for war purposes gives hope that 
the U-boat will soon be placed in the same class 
of inutility. | . 
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DUAL RAILROAD REGULATION. 

Now that the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has found in behalf of St. Louis in the contro- 
versy over unjust and discriminatory freight rates 
there is genuine hope for relief. It lies between 
the railroads and the State Public Utilities Com- 
mission of Illinois to find a way. 

The Federal Commission has found that rates 
are unduly preferential in favor of Chicago and 
against St. Louis from competing Illinois points. 
The railroads are said to have admitted that the 
discrimination is unlawful, but profess to find a 
difficulty in arranging matters on a fairer basis. 
They would like to raise Illinois intrastate rates, 
but the Public Utilities Commission of that State 
is unwilling to change the existing tariffs. 

That an imaginary line should cause all such 
intricate problems of transportation financing is 
one of the absurdities of our system of dual su- 
pervision of common carriers. In theory the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission has the power of 
regulating interstate commegce. In practice, where 
the freight rates of one State are permitted by 
its own public service authority to be higher than 
those of another, the carriers can take the high 
rate for goods consigned to the one, even though 
the actual distance it is to be carried would be 
less than if it were intended for a competing point 
in the State with the lower rate. 

The solution of the present problem will be 
largely an expedient. The matter will never be 
settled right until some means of smoothing out 
all such tangles by Federal supervision shall have 


been discovered.

Germany has no 
more right to expect more from us than from 


the Swiss, the majority of whom sympathize 
with Germany, but who are also true to their 


citizenship.

In view of the unceasing pro-German labors of 
itself and others it has a right to fee) that) the 
criticism is unmerited. It happily quotes @ re- 
mark of Dr. Clemien of Bonn: “Although Colum- 
bus discovered Amepica more than 400 years ago, 
this discovery has not yet been made by the Ger- 
mans.” 

Many of us have thought that the epigram ap- 
plies with equal force to some German-born res- 
idents of this country. If, as Die Amerika indi- 
cates, they have discovered it at last, they are to

RADICAL departure from the ex- 
A isting educational system, in reduc- 

ing the present four-year college 
course to three years without vacations, 
has been proposed to the trustees of 
Dartmouth College by President E. M. 
Hopkins. The trustees Have taken it 
under advisement and are expected to 
report upon it soon. : 

In presenting the plan to the trustees 
President Hopkins said: ‘“‘The college 
course is none too long at the present 
time for. the work which it ought to 
cover, but approximately the same 
amount of time as is now spent in work 
in four years could be covered by a 
three-year course in which all the time 
was properly utilized. If this hypothesis 
seems to have merit I should like to 
have the board of trustees refer it to 
the faculty for careful investigation 
and early report.’’ # 

In his annual report made public a 
few days ago, Chancellor Elmer Ells- 
worth Brown of New York University 
renews and emphasizes a recommenda- 
tion made at different times in the re- 
cent past that an endowment of $300,000 
be provided for a department or division 
of international affairs. ‘‘The  multi- 
plicity and gravity of the international 
relationships with which the American 
people will have to do in the next gen- 
eration calls for forethought, if not 
foreboding on the part of all thinking 
men,’’ he says. ‘‘Universities cannot, if 
they would, evade the responsibility of 
preparing men to act in these relation- 
ships.’’ 

The School of Commerce, Accounts 
and Finance of the university has decid- 
ed to offer the degree of master of busi- 
ness administration to such students in 
the division ef business administration 
as have fulfilled the requirements for 
it; not less than two full years of ad- 
vanced study following graduation from 
an approved institution of collegiate 
rank, one of the two years to be spent 
at New York University. The curricu- 
lum will be planned to fit the graduate 
student for executive positions in busi- 
ness. The training will be.fundamental 
rather than specialized and separate sec- 
tions of the basic courses of the School 
of Commerce will be formed in order 
that intensive work may be done. 

The university has organized a di- 
vision of applied accounting, the pur- 
pose of which is to audit without 
charge the books of charitable and 
other eleemosynary institutions of 
the city It is one of many forms of 
community service recently undertaken 
by the university. The auditing of the 
books of these organizations is under 
the direct supervision of Prof. John R. 
Wildman. Professor Wildman has al- 
ready completed audits of the Intercol- 
legiate Bureau of Occupations, National 
Kindergarten Association, Yorkville 
Social Center, ete., and has made prep- 
arations for early audits of the United 
Chapters of Phi Beta Kappa, the Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform League, and 
others, This “free dispensary,’’ as it is 
called at the university, originated with 
Edward T. Devine, director of the New 
York School of Philanthropy. 

Since New York took up the matter 
of free auditing of charitable organi- 
zations, the University of Pittsburg 
and the University of Denver have es- 
tablished similar departments.

N answer to the question. “What 
| holds the mountains up in the air?” 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey has 
issued a report which seems to prove 
conclusively that the mountains, ‘n 
this country at least, are not held up 
above the surface of the sea by the 
rigidity or strength of the earth’s ma-, 
terials, but are held in place by ma- 
terials underneath them that are lighter 
than normal. The higher the mountain 
or plateau, the lighter the material un- 
der it. 

The comparison is made with an ice- 
berg, the visible portion of which is 
held above water by the ice below 
which has a specific gravity lower than 
water. The light material under the 
mountains, corresponding to the sub- 
merged part of an iceberg, extends 
down to a depth of about sixty«miles. 
Likewise the bottom of the ocean is 
depressed, because the material] under it 
it heavier than normal. The normal 
condition may be considered as that ob- 
taining in the large river valleys and 
under coastal plans.

| protessor of economics in the Univer- 
sity of California, will hold the chair 
of professorship of banking. Dr. Bruce 
D. Mudgett, instructor in insurance 
and commerce in the University of 
Pennsylvania, will rank as assistant 
professor of insurance at the Univer- 
sity of Washington. Dr. Rexford G. 
Tugwell, instructor in economics at 
Pennsylvania, will become assistant 
professor of marketing at the univer- 
sity. 

The school of commerce will be or- 
ganized upon the junior college basis. 
The specialized professional courses in 
the school will be taught chieffy to 
juniors and seniors who have in their 
first two years of college residence stud- 
ied the general liberal arts courses as a 
foundation. At the end of the sopho- 
more year the students will be expected 
to enter the school of commerce with a 
solid scholastic foundation for highly 
specialized study. The degree of bach- 
elor of arts will probably be conferred 
upon those who complete the four-year 
course. : 

By placing the school of commerce on 
the junior college basis the university 
expects to make it possible for the stu- 
dent to get his first two years’ work in 
liberal arts in some one of the smaller 
colleges or the larger high schools ne&ur 
his home. 

The last indication of discrimination 
between women and men teachers in 
Cincinnati’s elementary schools was 
eliminated when the Board of sduca- 
tion acted upon the recommendation of 
the superintendent, Randall J. Condon; 
that the word ‘‘male” be stricken from 
regulations regarding salaries of special! 
teachers. Previously the salary discrim- 
ination between men and women had ex- 
isted to a great extent among all classes 
of teachers. Then it was eliminated in 
all save the special teachers. Now the 
special instructors in music and phys- 
ical education departments, are on an 
equal salary basis; the women may at- 
tain the maximum set for men previ- 
ously. This step leaves only one in- 
Stance of discrimination now in Cin- 
cinnati’s public school system. It exists 
in the high schools and it is expected 
that this will be taken up and overcome 
when Superintendent Condon asks the 
Union Board of High Schools to pass 
on the question. . 

North Dakota now stands second 
among all the states in the Union in 
the number of consolidated schools, and 
in proportion to population it heads ‘he 
list. There are 401 consolidated schools 
in the State, 151 open-country and 250 
town schools. Each of the State’s 51 
counties is represented except one— 
Sioux County, lying almost entirely 
within the Standing Rock Indian Reser- 
vation, and peopled rather exclusively 
by Dakotahs whose children attend non- 
reservation schools. There is represent- 
ed an increase of 287 schools in five 
years, an average gain of 67 per year, 
as against an increase of less than six 
a year when there was no State aid and 
no especial campaign to further their 
development. 

A consolidated school, as the name 
indicates, is a combination of several 
one-room country schools in one large 
institution, which is enabled to serve 
a broader territory by making provision 
for the transportation of students living 
at a distance. The consolidated school 
may consist of two rooms or/more. In 
some small towns of only 200 or 300 peo- 
ple modern fireproof buildings costing 
$15,000 to $20,000 have been erected to 
rouse the consolidated school. In the 
“open country” districts, the consoli- 
dated school usually is adjoined by a 
teacherage, occupied by the principal 
and his wife, with whom the other 
teachers lodge. 

The passage of the Rooks-Kittrell 
bill by the Tennessee Legislature puts 
the University of Tennessee upon a solid 
financial basis for the first time in its 
history. The bill authorizes a $1,000,000 
bond issue for improvements, with a tax 
of % mill on the dollar for maintenance. 
The university is at present receiving 
$85,000 under the general education bill.

HOUSE CONTINUES DEBATE 


Attacks on Zone System Develop 
Signs of Defection From 
Measure, 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—The war 
tax bill provision to greatly increase 
postal rates on newspapers and mag- 
azines again today was under fire in 
. Congresa. 

In the House general debate on the 
bill was nearing its final stages, 
while before the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee newspaper publishers contin- 
ued their attacks on the bill's postal 
rates provision. Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, presented the protest of the 
labor press. 

In a formal statement on behalf of 
publishers throughout the country, 
the committee was told that the pub- 
lishers are willing to be taxed to any 
extent that would not destroy their 
business. The publishers opened 
their books to the committee to show 
that the proposed increases are even 
in the case of the strongest news- 
papers in excess of the average earn- 
ings for the last five years. Coupled 
with the tremendous advances in the 
cost of print paper, and the extra 
taxes on telegraph and telephone 
messages any increase whatever in 
the second-class rates would single 
out the publishing business for bur- 
dens out of all proportion to any 
other industries in the nation, it was 
eaid. 

Tax Woujl Exceed Earnings. 

The publishers of 8 of the largest and 
most influential monthly and weekly 
magazines stated under oath that their 
average net earnings for 1916 were only 
$15,000 each, whereas the increased post- 
age bills charged to these magazines 
under the proposed rate would be in ex- 
cess of $40,000 each. The increase in 
rates levied on the few survivors of this 
strain, they say, would have to be 
passed on to the reader not merely in 
the form of higher subscription rates, 
but as an increased advertising tax on 
many articles of food, apparel or toilet 
and household use. 

Suspension of publication by maga- 
zines, in addition, would throw out of 
employment thousands who have de- 
voted their lives to the printing, engrav- 
ing, electrotyping and allied trades.

around their roadhouses and taking out 
licenses. 

“Y do not intend,” the Attorney-Gen- 
eral said yesterday, ‘‘that the clean-up 
in St. Clair County shall be nullified by 
the incorporation of mushroom towns 
for the sole purpose of enabling these 
saloon keepers to take out licenses_and 
obtain the protection of the law they 
have violated. The clean-up that has 
been effected is to be permanent. 

“The law is going to be enforced in 
St. Clair County. My information is 
that the disorderly elements are 
thoroughly impressed with this fact 
and will be careful to keep within the 
law. The gamblers have quit and 
plans for several Monte Carlos have 
been abandoned. 

Expects Laws to Be Enforced. 

“IT have every reason to think that 
State’s Attorney Schaumleffel will 
hereafter enforce the laws. He has 
assured me that he will, and his 
friends have given me the same as- 
surances. I am expecting that he will 
hereafter enforce all the laws with- 
out instructions from me. If he does 
so I shall not itnerfere with him in 
any way.” 

The Attorney-General has decided how 
he will deal with saloons in ‘‘mush- 
room’ towns, but is not ready to have 
his plans made known.
